WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
evacuation of the final 200 
Americans and some Soulh 
Vietnamese from "Sijigon was

said today.

— one ot the 81 being used In 
the evacuation operallon -was 
-able-lo -continue- fly lng-to-an_ 



Huyen said on Saigon Radio and television his 
government had decided to meet the. last two 
demands of the Vict Cong for the opening of 
peace talks -an end to American Intervention in 
Vietnamese affairs and abolition ol the Saigon 
"warmachlne."" 

But no sooner hod Huyen met these demands 
than the Viet Cong raised two more - wllh- 
drawal of the U,S, 7th Fleet, from Vlelnam 
waters anrr disarming- of -Salgoh's army and 
police. French government sources said the 
demands jrere more like a demand for complete 
surrender. ' 

Political sources said late today that the Mlnh 
government would agree If necessary to disarm 
most of its forces. The U.S. evacuation fleet was 
expected to leave Vietnamese waters once the 
evacuation wis completed. 

-But many Soulh Vietnamese soldiers were 
reported fleeing Ihc Saigon area as were sailors 
who loaded their families aboard Navy vessels in 
the Saigon River for a fllghl to the Soulh China 
Sea. The South Vietnamese air force flew out. 
officers and their families to the Philippines, 
Taiwan, Singapore and Thailand. At leasl 70 
planeloads landed In Thailand. 

Many commandeered South Vietnamese 
helicopters and crashjanded near American 
evacuation ships In the Soulh China Sea in hopes 
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aircraft carrier offshore. The 
damage was apparently minor 
because the pilot radioed that 
he was safe and still underway. 

Two other aircraft earlier 
reported being fired at. but 
they were not hit. 

In a 7 a.m. MDT statement. 
Laltln'sajd more lhan 4,500 
persons had been evacuated so 
fartodoy. 

U S. Ambassador Graham 
Martin radioed from Saigon 
that he estimated the 
eva-vnl'on would be com- 
pleted by 10 a.m. MDT— less 
than nine hours after it began 
under orders from President 
Ford.

U.S. Marine helicopters plucked groups of 20 
and 50 Americans, other foreigners and some 
Vietnamese from landing pads al Tan Son Nhut 
alrbase and Ihe U.S. EMbassy as the evacuation 
continued Into the night.

CHICAGO - Evangelist Billy Graham has termed the Vietnam war "an 
American tragedy In every way." 

Graham spoke grimly and hawklshly of the Asian conflict at the annual 
faculty-trustee dinner of bis alma mater, Wheaton College. 

"It was a tragedy that we got Involved, a tragedy that It dragged on for so 
long and a tragedy that It has ended In surrender and defeit,' ' Graham told 600 
persons at the school. 

Graham asked his listeners to pray for about 200 Vietnamese Christian 
leaders who hope to be evacuated "If a plane can be found." 

The conquest of South Vietnam will provide "bases" for Communist attacks 
on other Asian nitons, Including India and the Philippines/Graham declared. 
.Graham characterised Communists as ' 'hard, tough, dedicated, dladpllned- 
and they want to win. The goal of their world revolution Is to Plant their flag 
over the White House." *

At one point they opened fire on South Viet- 
namese clbillans attempting to Join them. 

Frightened South Vletnamesr pushed and 
shoved some Americans off of buses sent to take 
them to Tan Son Nhul airport to be flown out on 
U.S. helicopters. South Vietnamese troops 
opened fire on the buses but no injuries were 
reported. 

Fires around Saigon lit the night sky as the 
huge American helicopters, protected by Navy 
F4 Phantoms" and Marine Cobra helicopter 
'jjunshfps. continued the evacuation. 

There was no word at nightfall how many 
Americans and other evacuees remained to be 
taken out, but there was no letup In the helicopter 
shuttles which began at 3:30 p.m. (1:30 a.m. 
MDT), 

The helicopters carried the evacuees to an 
armada of more than 50 7th Fleet warships off 
the Vietnam coast. 

The American withdrawal caused some panic, 
but less than many analysts had believed would 
occur.

SAIGON (UPh - The night was eerie with Bare light as 
hundreds of Vietnamese gathered outside the U.S. Embossy 
begging Americans tohelp them flee their country. 

"Please take my children," cried a young woman as she 
clutched an American holding an embassy radio. "They are' 
half-American and the Viet Conn will kill them." 

Marine guards in lull battle gear and Embassy officials In 
civilian garb stood within the gates of the white concrete for- 
tress-like building. ^ 

They listened to the Vietnamese pleas wilh harried but sad 
looks. 

The Americans were leaving, but they couldn't take the 
thousands with therfi who wanted out. - 

''I worked for the"Abierlcans 17 years," said a Chinese man. f 
"Why are they leavlngme? I'm their friend." 4 

Doiens of abandoned cars lined the broad boulevaaJ outside 
the embassy as their owners sought refuge within. / 

Most^of the" people were Vietnamese who "had worked for. 
Americans or had half-American children, but many were 
from wealthy or welMo-do families. 

VI have gold," said a welidressed young man to an American. 
"If youhelpme gelout of Vietnam, I'll giveyou$200,O00." 

The wealthy bribed, the poor pleaded and others stood with 
bowed heads hoping the Americans would show mercy and take 
them out. 

Large CH-53 Jolly Green Giant helicopters settled on the roof ' 
of the embassy with loud roars, 

Red flares and smoke of smoke .-grenades thrown to mark 
landing areas for -the helicopters made the night look like 
something from a horror movie. 

The lucky Vietnamese employes inside the embassy com- 
pound Joined their American employers in boarding helicopters. 

Late In the evening some Vietnamese gave up and began 
leaving the embassy area. . 

Some left In defeat, Some hunting other places where there 
were Americans, still clinging to the faint hope that they too 
might go. 

But most stayed outside the embassy begging the American 
guards to let them In. 
''Please help me! Please help mo!"

A spokesman for the Christian and Missionary Alliance, the 
largest Protestant missionary group in Vietnam, said a 
telephone call was received during the night at the CMA 
headquarters in Nyack. N.Y., from an official of the U.S. 
Agency for International Development in Saigon.

Valence, death and coasidcrahlc damage resulted when a 
terrorist gang invaded Germany's Stockholm embassy, That 
part of the outcome was regrettable. However, the terrorists 
failed, being ollhher killed or captured. From that. Important 
.conclusions can be drown. 

Policies on this new form of criminal slrongarmlng vary. Not 
only from country lb country; hut from llmelo lime In a single • 
country. The single mosl effective policy, over the long run. will 
bcrcfusaltodeal. 

The United Slates follows the hard line, announcing it won'l 
exchange seized embassies. American nationals or other U.S.- 
owned properly In foreign countries as answer lo an unlawful 
demand. Germany previously look no firm stand on the matter, 
but did refuse loyicld In iheStockhnlmcase. 

Safety measures lor consular personnel and premises may 
have to be improved and Increased until this new threat sub- 
sides. Making II decline will also require a firm will to resist. 

Airplane hijacking, once reaching epidemic proportions, has 
almost been eliminaled in the U.S. since countermeasurcs 
effectively prevented people from boarding planes with con- 
cealed weapons. The same uniform determination against 
capitulating to terrorist ultimatums is now essential. Otherwise, 
as long as countries give in lo It, they will be victimized by this 
ruthless /orm of deadly extortion.

FCC member explains language problem clearly 



WASHINGTON - Those of you who watched 
■ the "60 Minutes" program on CBS last week saw 
a segment filmed at Ford's Theater here In 
Washington, where actor James Whitmorels 
Impersonating former President Truman In 
"GIve'emHell. Horry." 

The decision to air these particular portions of 
the Truman monologue was not reached lightly. 
Senior network officials were well aware of the 
FCC's recent decision in the matter of radio 
stajlon WBAI In New York, construing "In- 
decent'" i languahc and fixing certain guidelines 
for licensees? The CSI editors and producers 
decided that the Whltmore — Truman profanity 
was not only permissible but In a sense essential 
if the character of^hc former president were to 
be honestly depleted. Their decision, in my own 



view, was sound. 

This is a sticky problem (or broadcasters. (It 
Is a sticky problem (or newspapers also, but ■ 
newspapers do not .have the FCC to contend 
will).) 11 is tearfully difficult for responsible 
broadcasters lo (Ind an acceptable middle 
position between absolute freedom of speech on 
the one hand and absolute Inof fcnslvcncss on Ihe 
other. Editorial Judgments' have to be made on-' 
a casebycasc basis. Inevitably, some 
Judgments will be wrong, s 

A wrong Judgment happened in the matter of 
WBAI A little after 2 p.m. on Oct. 30, 1973, the 
New York station, licensed to the Paclflca 
Foundation, broadcast a "salrllc monologue" by 
George Carlln. called "filthy Words." In Ihe 
station's view, Carlln Is a "true artist." a 




significant social satirist "in the tradition of 
Mark Twain." His purpose was to demonstrate' 
that filthy words in themselves are harmless. 

Whatever Ihe artistry or intention may have 
■been, Pv monologue went on for nearly 12 
minutes. It consisted entirely of the repetitive 
use, in various phrases and connotations, of 
seven of the most famllar "filthy words" In the 
language. A listener who heard the broadcast on 
his cor radio complained to the .FCC, which In 
February of this year held the broadcast •'in- 
decent." but did not punish WBAI for putting It 
on Ihe air. ■ ■ 

The commission's declaratory Judgment Im- 
presses me as fair, reasonable, and prudent. 
The language was "patently offensive," said the 
commission. The monologue had "no place on 
radio when children are the audience." It was to 
be equaled with a "publje nuisance," like a 
pigsty, which might be acceptable on a farm but 
not In a residential neighborhood.' If broadcast 
late at night, "a different standard might -con- 
ceivably be used." The literary and artistic 
merit of the material might then be considered. - 

Two members ol the FCC. Charlotte T. Itejd 
and James H. Quells, wcnl along reluctantly. 
Mrs. Rcid thought the monologue "totally 
Inappropriate for broadcast at any time." 
Quello said bluntly lhat "garbage Is garbage," 
unlit lo be aired. 



immissloncr Glen 0. Robinson wrote an 
excellent concurring opinion. In some years ol 
contemplating the vexatious conflict between 
obscenity ond censorship, 1 have not en- 
countered a finer exposition of the First 
Amendment problem with which Judges and 
commissioners must grapple. 

To Robinson, government regulation of taste 
and manners Is plainly abhorrent. He shuns the 
thought of censorship, Yet he grapples honestly 
with the responsibility of a federal Com- 
munications Commission lo administer federal 
J aw. He Is not certain that the law's proscription 
of "indecent" material is susceptible to precise 
definition, but he believes the law can 'be 
rationally defended. 

"It seems lo me legitimate " says Robinson, 
"thai there be a limited regulation of offensive 
speech which Is surveyed widely, publlcally. and 
indiscriminately In such a manner that II cannot 
be avoided without significantly inconveniencing 
people or infringing on their right to choose what 
theywlllsccandhcar." 

Unless, the FCC is -to sanction extreme 
prurience at the one extreme, or to command 
extreme prudery at the other. Robinson's middle 
ground offers a reasonable ground on which to 
stand.

ATHENS - During Greece's recent municipal 
elections, in which the left-wing opposition 
achieved several Important successes. Premier 
Conslantine Caramanlis behaved more as If he 
were an impartial president of all Greeks than as 
Ihe head of a government and. Incidentally, a. 
party. 
This could be significant. 
Caramanlis, who remains the strong-man of 
this kinetic and emotional country, came back 
last summer amid a terrible Cyprus crisis, the 
disintegration ol the colonels' dictatorship, and 
on the brink of war with Turkey. 

He-has managed lo avoid war bul he has been 
unable lo persuade the Turks to negotiate 
compromise solutions to ihe Cypriote and 
Aegean problems. As a consequence, this nation 
remains bitterly disappointed' Some of Ihe 
original euphoria lhat enveloped Caramanlis on 
his return has now evaporated. 

The result has been an apparent switch in 
planning lor the type ol constitutional regime 
Caramanlis originally hoped to Install in Greece 
if - as he rightly foresaw - it should vole lo 
replace the former monarchy with a republic. 
For years he had been talking or an "efficient" 
democracy marked by discipline as well as 
freedom. 

Caramanlis spent more than a decade In Paris 



during his political "exik^ond was much 
fluenced by the constitution orHw^llist-waii^ J rt riirtf nn |nfr 




Republic which grants large executive powers lo 

the chief of state. II Is no secret thai Ihe Greek 
strong-man envisioned a similar position lor 
himself should he regain power here. ' '' 

therefore, when he submitted to Parliament 
last January his tentative draft of a new Greek 
constitution In which the presidency was granted 
strong authority, many deputies were somewhat 
startled. Caramanlis gave the assembly 90 days 
In which to act on the draft and warned that if 
there was no decision by then he would submit it 
to the electorate for approval In a referendum. 

At that lime his personal power was still near 
Its zenith. However, the Cyprus cancer. Ihe 
Turklsh lhreat and a steady drumfire of hostile 
propaganda from the leftist opposition have 
combined^to reduce his prestige, even though he 
Is still regarded as head and shoulders above 
other contemporary Greeks. 

Therefore, whea Parliament stalled and Ihe 
period of decision expired this month, instead of 
calling the referendum Caramanlis added an 
additional 45-day time of grace, hoping to gain 
support fora strong presidential executive. 

Now there are hints that Caramanlis, who Is a 
realist, may be altering his conceptions. For the 
first lime there Is an Indication lhat he no longer 
aspires lo the presidency: lhat he could be ready • 
lo discard his idea of a "presidential system" 
like that of France and accept a less disciplined 
parliamentary democracy, should (he majority 
ofdeputlessodesire. -. 

Caramanljs Is talking more now about a- 
moderate and balanced parliamentary system 
number a new consitution lhat would nol 
resemble France's. He says lhat whether he 
eventually decides (o be president of premier 



will depend only on the national Interest. 
Nevertheless, he recently confided lo a claosc 
Greek friend thai he was no longer thinking oi 
the presidency lor himself. 

This is a considerable change, an evolution 
Imposed by pragmatic Greek necessities on the 
dogmatic thinking .developed during years ol 
French abstractions. One docs -not know either 
th? precise 'orm ol the new constitution or the 
ultimate choice of posts by Caramanlis. The one' 
clearly depends on the other and Caramanlis will 
go where the power goes. 

Bul things shift more rapidly in this country 
than others and men. of course, shllt with things.

The cost of preparing n hot 
lunch which meets the federal 
nutritional requirements Is w 
cents. Hecause of state and 
federal subsidies, the national 
average cost of these lunches 
lothe pupil Is 45 cents.

■ TWIN FALLS - Gov. Cecil Aiidrus today said he has "In- 
■ terpreted" a recent federal opinion to mean that Idaho Power 
Co. has' not commenced construction of Its proposcd.Plonecr 
coal-fired plant near Boise. 

At the same time, however, he admitted that his in-, 
terpretalion Is based on incomplete Information and said he 
"can't quarrel" with another opinion that the power plant Is 
technically under construction. 

The question o( whether Ploner Is under construction Is 
critical' In determining whether Its pollution will be controlled by 
new federal air pollution regulation. II it is not under con- 
struction prior to June I of this yearrldaho Power must conform 
to the stringent new rules. If construction has started, however, 
the power plant will be subject only to older rules which allow 
much higher pollution levels. 

Andrus recently asked Russell Train, administrator of the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency l EPA >, If Pioneer would 
be considered under construction If equipment orders already 
placed for It can be cancelled "without recourse by the . 
manufacturer." 

Idaho Power last summer ordered boilers and turbines for the 
power plant. According to a federal definition, if the orders are 
"binding agreements of contractual obligations," the .plant Is 
under construction and would escape control by the new 
pollution regulations. 

In his reply last Friday, Train said, the plant would not be 
considered under construction based on the details In Andrus' 
"specific" question. 

Train was assuming that the purchase orders can be can- 
celled "without recourse by the manufacturer." 

However, accordlng.loRobertfirownJr„newsd.lrector for 
Idaho Power, the orders can be cancelled only If a penalty fine Is 
paid. 

And, according to a regional EPA official, such as penally 
would make the orders binding, meaning the plant is under 
construction. 

Douglas Hansen, director of the air and hazardous materials 
division at EPA's Seattle headquarters, toId.the Times-News, 
"If there Is a penalty It would appear to be a binding agreement 
. . .IwouldsiyyeslfiheretMpenalty. ' 
Hansen issued an opinion last' month that the equipment or- 
ders would constitute commencement of construction and allow 
Pioneer to escape the new regulations. It was his opinion that 
prompted Andrus' question toTraln. 

Hansen, who has reviewed Train's reply to Andrus, Friday 
said, '•There's nothing new in that at all If you ask me," In- 
dicating that the plant still Is bevond conlrolbv It

Improved and that the wages or mayor and 

- councllmcn were raised and a Christmas bonus 
given to some city employes.
